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GVH Manager Paul Campbell Leaving 
Greenbelt For New Job In Jamaica

Paul M. Campbell, popular general manager of the Greenbelt 
Veteran Housing Corporation since the housing development. was 
taken over from the Federal government at the start of 1953, is 
leaving Greenbelt. Announcement of his departure was made pub- 
lic at the regular GVHC board of directors meeting Friday, De- 


cember 28. 

Campbell expects.to leave short- 
ly afte January 25 for a 2+year 
United Nations assignment as 
housing director for the British 
possession, Jamaica, The West 
Indian island is launching a large- 
scale low-cost housing program 
aimed at alleviating miserable slum 
ecnlitions now existing for thous- 
ands of urban and rural workers. 

Campbell told the board that the 
United Nations apvroached him 
about this assignment several 
months ago, but he hesitated to ac- 
cept because of his close attach- 
ment to Greenbelt. After several 
entreaties from the United Nations, 
which stressed the acute need for 
housing on the island and for com- 
petent personnel to organize the 
housing program and impart the 
know-how to local residents, Camp- 
bell stated, he found himself un- 
able to resist the challenge. 

The question of whether Camp: 
bell’s departure would take the 
form of a resignation or leave of 
absence was left undecided by the 
heard. Board members were unan- 
imous in their desire to have Camp- 
bell return to Greenbelt at the end 
of his 2-year assignment but at 
LO ER A Fe hens Cae ee x 3s ae 
culties of attracting a competent 
successor to Campbell if the post 
were only a temporary one. 

GVHC president Ed Burgoon 
stated that Krooth and Altman, 
GVEC attorneys, have suggested 
a list of possible successors, some 
cf whom might be interested in the 
position -on a temporary basis. By 
the next board meeting, Burgoon 
added, the board should be in a 
better position to make decisions 
abcut Campbell’s successor. 

Burgoon, in expressing regret for 
the manager’s departure, declared 
that much of the credit for the 
solid financial and community po- 
sition of GVHE at the present time 
is due to the energy and ability of 
Campbell. 


“An indication of how fortunate 
GVHC has been to have a man of 
Paul Campbell’s capabilities to 
guide it through the first perilous 
years of mutual ownership,” Bur- 
goon said, “is the fact that when 
the Un'ted Nations was looking for 
a man to undertake a ‘similar pio- 
neer task in Jamaica, it not only 
tapped but insisted upon Paul.” 
The rest of the board joined .Bur- 
gcon in these sentiments. 


Campbell thanked the board for 
its exvressions of confidence but 
pointed cut that his job could only 
have . been carried out through 
teamwork and praised Roy Brea- 
shears, David Kane, and Mrs. Mary 
Jane Kinzer for their cooperation 
in creating a management team. 


Campbell came to Greenbelt in 
1953 from Pittsburgh, Pa., where 
he had been employed since 1941 by 
the City of Pittsburgh Housing Au- 
thority. Prior to that time he had 
been manager of Westmorelands 
Homesteads, an experimental proj- 
ect of the Farm Security Admin- 
al here, Campbell had become ac- 
istration. Even before his arriv- 
guainted with the ideas and plan- 
ning behind Greenbelt through his 
association with Major John O. 
Walker and other government 
housing experts who directed much 
of the planning of our city.

The Greenbelt Veteran Housing Corporation board of directors’ 
voted, '7-2, at its regular Friday meeting to appoint Ralph Bar- 
tholomew, 1-A Southway, to fill the unexpired term of director 
Robert Halpin who resigned from the board effective December 31 
to take on a 2-year overseas assignment in Japan. Bartholomew 
will serve until the annual board election in March, when he will. 
have to stand for reelection as will all other 8 board members. 


Although opposition to the board 
action was expressed on the 
grounds that it would give an un- 
due advantage to the appointee in 
the coming elections, the majority 
of the board felt that the member- 


ship was. entitled to full represen- | 


tation on the board in the next 
three months and that Bartholo- 
mew, as runner-up in last year’s 
annual election, deserved the op- 
portunity to serve. 

Bartholomew, when notified of 
his selection, stated that he had 
always maintained a. keen interest 
in the: affairs of the corporation 
and would be glad to fill out the 
unexpired term of Halpin.

paint in the coming year the ex- 

terioratrim of all homes that have 

not been;painted since GVHC took 

over the housing development. 

Campbell estimated that about one- 

fifth of the homes fell into this 

category, since three-fifths of the 
homes were painted under the self-- 
help program and one-fifth painted 
in 1953 before the 5-year painting: 
cycle plan was suspended. Next. 
year, according to present plans,, 
the 5-year cycle will be resumed. 

In adopting this policy, the boamd 
stressed the fact that the painting 
of the exterior trim is needed, not 
so much for beautifying purposes:, 
as for the protection and mainte-- 
nance of ‘the property against the: 
elements. Campbell pointed out. 
that the 5-year painting-eycle plan 
is intended as a supplement, and: 
not a substitute for the self-help 
paint program, sinee the eorpora-- 
tion will not be painting the. ex- 
terior walls. : 

“The self-help program,” Camp-~- 
bell said, “is still In effect and 
paint is available for that program. 
It is hoped that painting of the ex- 
terior trim will encourage members 
who have not yet done so to paint 
the rest of the exterior.” Campbell 
thought the exterior trim painting 
will begin in the early spring after 
arrangements have been made for 
contracting out the work. * 

North End Store Purehase 

Campbell reported that Gilbert. 
Realty, Ine. is receptive to the sale 
to GVHC of the building formerly 
housing the North End §tore on: 
Laurel Hill. Rd. and reeeived au- 
thorization from the board to eon- 
tinue negotiations. At the previous 
meeting, GVHC board niembers, 
irked at the run-down condition of 
the property, suggested that neax- 
agement explore the possibilities: 
of acquiring the’ property and? 
eliminating the eyesore. The board: 
thought that.the building eould be 
converted into individual housing: 
units, using modern équipment and 
materiel so that the homes could 
serve as examples of what ean be 
done with the frame homes. 


Refinancing of Sale 

Campbell also reported the latest 
developments on refinancing of 
sales. First Mutual Investment 
Company of Baltimore has advised 
GVHC that it is now in a position 
to advance loans to prospective 
buyers of GVHC housing units for 
as long a period as 4 or 5 years at 
7 pereent interest on the _ total 
amount, 1 percent of which will be 
paid to GVHC as a fee for admin- 
istrative services rendered in eol- 
lecting loan payments, 

Campbell stated that such finan- 
cing would be intended to supple- 
ment and not compete with the 
Greenbelt Federal Credit Union 
which limits loans to 2% years. As 
the equities in the homes build up, 
Campbell explained, requiring larg- 
er and larger down payments, there 
will be a need on the part of some 
buyers for spreading the down 
payments over longer periods. 

First Mutual, which was specifi- 
eally established to help members 
of housing co-ops, has had success- 
ful experience, according to Camp- 
bell, in granting over 500 loans to 
families purchasing units at Armis- 
tead Gardens in Baltimore. 

The board was favorably im- 
pressed with Campbell’s report and 
authorized him to secure the pro- 
posal in written agreement form. | 

Modern Kitchens 

A representative of Republic 
Steel Kitchens proposed to the 
board a plan for installing moderir 
kitchens in GVHC houses at dis- 
counted prices to individual mem- 
bers. He offered to send a speaker 
and show movies at a GVHC mem- 
bership meeting in an attempt to 
ascertain how many Greenbelters 
would be interested and whether 
the volume of sales in town would 
warrant the special prices offered. 
Director Hans Jorgensen was ap-— 
pointed to investigate the merits 
of the plan and to report back t@ 
the board.
